Over the weekend, traffic lanes were reconfigured on Figueroa St, between Exposition Blvd. and 
22nd St., to allow for two lanes of car traffic on either side of the street. The two median islands 
on this stretch are scheduled for construction this week. Work continues on the Figueroa St. bus 
platforms as well, with bus shelters currently being installed on the on the east side of the street 
and new railings for the bus platforms on the west side coming soon.

Meet and Greet Our Safer Streets: Rectangular Rapid Flashing Beacons 

This week we revisit with Dr. Destiny Thomas, Transportation Planning Associate, as she talks 
us through how rectangular rapid flashing beacons (RRFB) make pedestrians more visible when 
they cross the street. RRFB's are activated by pushing the button to turn on the lights prior to 
entering the road. This safety treatment illuminates people crossing the street and notifies 
drivers to yield. 
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
